tho only ditTcrvii'.'o botwoen thorn and tho Im-
portod article being thut thoy aro inado in a
factory In Now lork after thu tobacco has
boon well cured. They aro llllod and bound
and wrapped hy Cuban cigar makors. and tho
leaf Is carefully selected. Thoy aro sold to
clubs nil over tno country. Tho smokers in tho
Hamilton Club. Brooklyn, buy them, and tho
Harmony Club of Han Antonio, Tex., sells
quantities of them, too. Their salo is
an Indication that tho tasto nf smokers has
changed In rocnnttlmos from tho strong, dark
clear to tho light-colore- d ami mild weod.
Thoro Is very much Ich of nlcntlno In tho
light-colorn- d cigar, and thnt Is why froquont
smoking of tho light cigar does not bring on
smokers hnadache. or that peculiar heart pal-
pitation called smnknrs' heart Thoso cigars
are made expressly for club uso. and you won't
find many of them In liquor saloons.Thty aro never done up in silver foil olther.
Tho sliver foil outer wrapper Is ono of the
frauds of tho cigar business anyhow. It Is
used on tho genuino imported cigars simply to
koep tho cigars airtight, to savethomfrom tho
Injurious eltect of sea air and also to koop tho
tobacco moist. Some of thoso aristocratic-lookin- g

sliver foil wends are rank frnuds on
the smokor. Unscrupulous makors often put
very bad and vnrv strong tobacco In them, nnd
tho buyor doesn't discover It until ho takes
tho wrapper oft Then, of course. It Is too
Into. Ho has spoiled tho cigar for resale, and
the Bmokcr has to mako tho bost ot a bud bur- -
Sain. It is llko buying a pig in a poko. Itt cay."

BSD OF Till! DICKEItSOS MIXE.

Worked fbr ITS Years, bat Now Too Deep
to be Operated Profitably.

Tho Dlckorson iron mine, which was closed
about throe wooks ago at MIno Hill, X. J., had
beon worked for 175 years. It was abandoned
bocauso at its prosout vortical depth of 1.000
foet It could no loncor ho worked profitably.
About 140 men havo been deprived of employ-
ment by its closing. On tho day of tho formal
stopping of operations tho foreman placod In
tho mine's cxtromo depths ono bottlo with a
list of names ot mon who worked in the big
vein, and anothor with a list of names ot men
who worked In tho sldo voln.

Tho land above and around the mine was
takon up as a mining tract in 1710 by John
Reading. riurveyor-Uonor- of tho State, tor
Joseph Klrkbridge, who bequeathed it to his
throosons. The first ore from tho tract was
worked from pockets at tho surfaoe and was
carried in saddlebags to Elizabeth, whore it
was made into bar Iron, to be transported on
horseback to a market. During the lie volu-
tion oro from tho ralno was converted into
cannon balls for tho uso ot Ocn. Washington's
little band of lighters. Tho Dlckorson family
bogan to get possession of tho mlno in 1780. and
In 1838 Gov. Dlckorson was shipping oro by
tho Morris Canal to Pennsylvania furnncos.
Doforothat period tho mlno wnn worked un-d- or

tho system ot forgo rights. The ownor of a
forge, or forgo flro, who hnd an interest In tho
mlno would go to Mine Hill and got out for
himself nil tho oro ho needed. Mining was
oasy enough, for tho oro cropped out from tho
surface In largo quantities. Its Indian namo
was riurcusuiinu, or Zukkazulng. "place ot the
black stone."

During tho days of forgo rights the oro was
carted to northorn Now Jersey to supply ono
hundred or morn forges. As logal tondor was
a hfarco commodity in thoso times, tho thirty
or forty torgemon who worked at Mine Hill
raid for tho raw material with bar iron
brought hack from tho furnaces or forgos. and
thus tho Dlckorson mine became a commercial
centro for crude and manufactured iron.

After Gov. Dlckorson's death in 1853 the
property was controlled hy his nephews nnd
nieces, but In 18(10 buslnosswus so poor that
they ceased working it, with a pllo ot 1!5,000
tons, thon nn enormous quantity, on tho bank.
Huhsuquentlytho mlno was leased, now ma-
chinery was put in, and a boom was oxpected.
Two years ago, however, un offset in tho bot-
tom of tho uiino throw tho vein off so that It
bocame lean and rocky und unprofitable. Tho
mine produced about 1,000,000 tons of excep-
tionally lino oro.

Some or Ilia Congregation Said to Bo DI.
pleased at III Becetll.

Although the Hov. Stevons Parkor has
the rectorship of the Church ot tho
In Fourth avonuo and Faclllc streets,

Brooklyn, the vostrymon having votod to re-
call him aftor his rctuVnatlon had boen ac-
cepted, matters aro not ontlroly harmonious.

Throo years ago tho Rev. Mr. Parkor
tho Rev, Dr. Leonard as rector whon

tho latter was made a Dlshop. Ho found the
church with a membership of 800 and a Sun-
day school of 500. Thoro lias boon a steady
shrlnkago In tho church and Sunday school
during tho past threo years, and noithor Is
now moro than halt us lurgo as during Dr.
Leonard's pastorate.

Sovornl months ago the Rov. Mr. Parker, af-
ter recovering from an attack of pnoumonla,
tendered his resignation nnd it was accepted,
llofore tho time for his departure arrived a pe-
tition wus circulated among the congregation
in fuvor of his recall, and It received about 200
signatures. Thu vestrymen, to whom tho pe-
tition was teforrod. decided, by a voto of 4 to.'),
to recall Mr. Parker, und ho at oncu rosumed his
place an roctor. It is said that many of tho
congregation nro nt I II opposed to the rector, nnd
that a second resignation will bo forthcoming
in a short time. Tho throo vostrymon who
votod against recalling Mr. Parker have slnco
resigned. Even thoso mombors who ure

to tho roctor concede that he Is ono of
tho hardest workers In the Episcopal ministry
in Brooklyn, nnd that ho possesses extraor-
dinary ftnanolal ability, having nuccoeded
In making the Income of thu church meet Its
expenses, although thore has boen n decided
docreaso in tho pew rents. Tho deficits, it is
said, have been modo up partly from his own
salary of S2.000 and partly by economical man-
agement iu othor directions. Tho question of
his rotentlon of tho pulpit will probably be
decided beforo tho cluso of the year.

A NEW CATHOLIC CHARITY.

The Eaaflaad Manaloa tt Kldsewood a 8hl.
ter lor lacnrnblea.

Tho resldonco of tho lato Isaao W. Encland
at nidsewood, N. J from which his family re-

moved somo tlmo aftor his death, has been
chansod to a Roman Cathollo hospital, and Is
a crowlns charity in whoso worthy aims Catho-
lics In and around Now York havo become
actively Interested. Tho Institution is called
tho House of Dlvlno Provldonco and Is a
shelter for helpless Incurables of both
Boxes. Tho charity was established
about a montn ago by tho Sisters ot
Charity at Madison, N. J wliQ had been
anxious to found a sholtor where sufferers
from Incurahlo mnladlos mlffht bo cared for.
Tho Blstors loarnod that such patients as thoy
proposod to nurse aro undoslrablo InmatoBof
ordinary hospitals, which aro primarily estab-
lished for the treatment ot sufferers of whose
recovery there Is a chance. Tho Bisters had
received appeals to aid a numbor of these
holpless lncurablos in tho neishborhood of
Madison, and whon the Enplnnd mansion was
placed In the ranrkot for'salo somo months
aico they woro onabled to securo possession of
tho property by paying part of the purchase
price with tho unuBed surplus rovonue of their
school at Madison.

Tho building was altered for the purposes of
tho hospital, and whon tho alterations wore
oomplotod was formally dedicated by Bishop

leuer. twenty priests ot the Newark dlocoso
assisting In the coromonles. Bister Teresa
Angela, who Is a sister of O'Neill of
Jersoy City, was appointed Bister Superior,
nnd throo of tho Madison Community wero as-
signed to assist her. The Rov. Charles Mall,
pastor of tho Church ot Our Lady of Mount
Carmel at ltldgewood. Is spiritual advisor of
tho Homo. It Is a Institution,
although under Roman Catholic manage-
ment, and is dependent upon voluntary sub-
scriptions for maintenance.

Tho building is ot red sanJstono, with 75
foot frontage, and contains s xtoon sleeping
apartments, besides large parlors, rocoptlon
and dining rooms. All thoso will ba utlllzod
by tho Bisters for hospital wards, except tho
rooms reserved for their own use. for that ot
the nurses and for a chaprL Tho basomont Is
spacious nnd well furnished. Thero aro 127
acres of land attachod, with barns and o,

and a largo olno grovo stands near
tho house. Tho grounds are cultivated,
nnd . will yield all tho vegetables and
fruit necessary for the patients and
tho Sisters. Tho only qualification for
ndmlsslon Is that tho applicant should be suf-
fering from an Inourablo malady, and would
not be welcome or received elsewhere. Threa
physielans from the neighborhood havevolun-toore- d

to attond tho patients. About a dozen
inmates have beon received, among them an
old lady of 07 years who seems to nave been
forsaken by ovorybody else. Bhe lsa native ot
Troy, tho tells ot having seen Washington
and Lafayetto In hor early girlhood riding to-
gether In tho same barouche.

TALE'S CATALOGUE FOB ISM.

Nrw Haven, Dec 10. The Yale catalogue for
1802, which has just beon Issuod, places tho
total number ot students In collogeas 1,784,
distributed in the different departments of tho
uuiverstty as follows: Graduate courses, 76;
academio dopartment, 888; Sheffield Scion-tlfl- o

School. 401; Art School. 37: Divinity
School. 122; Modlcal Sohool. 74, and Law
School, 105. Tho total numbor ot students
last year was 1.045.

A slight change Is noted In tho estimates ot
tho ordinary annual expense of the college
course. This year tho estimates aro given as
follows: Lowest. $350; genoral avorage, $015;
very lihoral, $1,025. Last year thoy wero: Low-
est, $355; goneral avorage. $030; vary liberal.
